Washington, April 24.—Washington 
was without any official information 
tonight to throw light om the situa-

 TO.UNITED STATES. 

Washington, April 24.—The United 
States is prepared tO withdraw its re- 
eent offer of three ships to expedite 
grain to Holland, if the comment of 
Dutch newspapers accusing the United 
States of duplicity in the condition that 
equal tonnage should leave Dutch har- 
bors for America, is to be taken as 
indicative‘of the feeling of the Nether- 
lands government and people. 

Officials today expressed disappoint- 
ment and surprise at the reception ac- 
corded the offer of the United States, 
which was based on a proposal of the 
Dutch government to alleviate suffer- 
ing from a shortagé of breadstuffs. 
The offer was supplementary to Presi- 
dent Wilson's statement of March 20, 
when the Dutch ships were requisition- 
ed, that 100,000 tons of grain would be 
provided for Holland, if ships were 
sent to carry it.

President Rogers, of Publish- 
ers’ Association, Also Says 
Creel Is Incompetent. 


New York, April 24.—Declaring that 
“our material and financial resources 
are at the call of these nation,” the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ asso- 
clation, embracing 497 daily newspa- 
pers, pledged the support of its mem- 
bers to the government’s war program, 
at the opening of the annual conven- 
tion at the Waldorf Astoria hotel today.

Mr. Rogers, in his address, said the 
newspapers were not properly fulfilling 
their obligations to the people through 
lack of editorial force, arising from a 
weakness in not having facilities for 
protecting the public’s interests on 
questions of legislation and in the ad- 
ministrative departments of the gov- 
ernment at Washington. 

“As our news-gathering organizations 
must so studiously avoid the expression 
of opinions,” said Mr. Rogers, “I be- 
lieve there is a necessity tor a news- 
paper proms | in. Washington with both 
ability and judgment, to gather infor- 
mation as to the business methods of 
the government, as to the ability and 
efficiency with which laws are carried

Throyghout all the agitation over 
delays and mistakes in getting quan- 
tity production of aircraft under way, 
all critics have agreed that the great 
fault lay in the absence of concentrated 
control. The power of Mr. Coffin and 
his board was subject to the signal 
corps and this divided responsibility 
has been blamed largely for the fact 
that the program is about three months 
behind. 

Coffin Makes Statement. 

Mr. Coffin himself made the only 
official comment on the reorganization. 
He said: 


“The appointment of a single individ- 
ual with definite and adequate power 
to deal with all aspects of army air- 
craft production, is a logical and neéces- 
sary step. 

“Tt is necessary to get away from 
any question of a division of respon- 
sibility, either in fact or in the public 
mind. The aircraft board remains, as 
since its creation in October, an ad- 
visory body: but under this new ar- 
rangement, the chairman of the board 
becomes also the supreme executive 
agency. For proper results both the 
power of execution and the responsi- 
bility must be concentrated in the 
same hands. The method of Mr. Ryan’s 
appointment would seem to accomplish 
this result.” 


This reorganization, forecast at the 
war department since before the sen- 
ate military committee made its report 
referring to the aviation program as 
a “humiliating failure,” follows a pre- 
liminary report from a special commit- 
tee of investigators appointed by Pres- 
ident Wilson and headed by H. Snow- 
den Marshall, of New York.

Van Vankenburgh and 
entered a plea of not guilty, fol- 
lowing her indictment on three 
counts for alleged violation of the es- 
pionage act. Mr. Stokes was present in 
court. Bond was fixed at $10,000, 
which was furnished for Mrs. Stokes 
by a surety company. May 20 was set 
as the trial date. 

One of the causes contributing to 
the arrest and subsequent indictment 
of Mrs. Stokes was the publication of a 
letter over her signature sent to The 
Kanaas City Star, in which she claimed 
she had been misquoted in an inter- 
view previously published by that 
paper.

To the Public: , 


When the Georgia Railway and Power 
company decided to apply for increased 
rates, it’did so with full knowledge of the 
city ordinances and agreements cited by 
the city attorney in the newspapers. 


The company has contracts with many 
of its customers which are equally 
binding. ; 

It was for this very reason that it wait- 
ed until conditions had become desperate.

These contracts and agreements were 
made in times of normal, peaceful condi- 
tions, before the country had entered the 
world war to fight for its independent 
existence. : 


The legal questions raised can readily 
be — but this is no time to go 
to law. 


We are faced with’ the necessity of 
maintaining service at ‘‘maximum effi- 
ciency,’’in order to make possible the win- 
ning of the war. Any legal fight involving 
the efficiency of that service would be 
almost like suspending the organization 
of the National Army in order to test the 
constitutionality of the draft law. 


- Contracts and agreements of normal 
times are not to be considered in connec- 
tion with national necessities in winning 
the war. Capitalization, values, divi- 
dends, profits fade into insignificance; 
these are not involved at all. 


It is the country that is at stake; that 
is the question before Atlanta and Geor- 
gia now. 


When the President, answering the 
earnest appeal of the secretary of the 
treasury, acted and said: . 


“I fully share the views you ex- 
ress regarding the importance of 
he public service utilities as a part 

of our national equipment, espe. 
cially in war time. It is essential 
that these utilities should be main- 
tained at their maximum efficiencv 
and’ that everything reasonably 
possible should be done with that 
end in view. I hope that the state 

- and local authorities, where they 
have not already done so, ‘when the 
facts are properly laid before them, 

‘respond promptly to the necessities 
of the situation. 


_“T shall be glad to have you com- 
municate with the local authorities 
whenever the information in your 
possession suggests that such a 
course is desirable and in the na- 
tional interests’’—

THE LUSITANIA

In Germany today you hear that “Bel- 
gium” was a blunder, and that “the Lusita- 
nia” was a blunder, and such confessions are 
not merely the unburdening of contrite 

earts, they express hatred of the German 

imperial government—the goveryriment that 
has mismanaged this war, and, by misman- 
aging it, raised up new enemies, made the 
name “German” a hissing and a byword 
among all nations outside the central em- 
pires ang brought down intolerable woes 
upon the German people. 

But even among those Germans who now 
call the invasion of Belgium a crime little is 
known regarding German atrocities in Bel- 
gium-—the monstrous outrages committed, 
not in violation of army orders, but in strict 
obedience to army orders, On the other 
hand, Germans still swallow the stories of 
frightful things done to German soldiers by 
the Belgians—yes, and to German Red Cross 
nurses. 

“Terrible people, the Belgians,” you 
heard Germans say later on. “Nobody can 
manage them.” German officials said this, 
firmly convinced that it was unreasonable 
of the Belgians not to lie down more amiably 
under German oppression. Not that Germans 
called it oppression, however. If they forced 
peeians to make ammunition for the Ger- 
man army it was “because the poor wretches 
were starving.” If they stripped Belgian 
mflls of machinery and took it to Germany 
it was because the machinery stood idle; 
why leave it there when it contained metals 
the fatherland sorely needed? 

At the outset nothing in German news- 
papers indicated that Germany had violated 
the neutrality of Belgium. According to the 
German press, Belgium had already taken 
sides with the allies. When German officials 
went through the Brussels archives the pa- 
pers printed in full the documents that were 
expected to prove it. They proved no such 
thing. Keenly on the lookout for convinc- 
ing evidence, and finding none, Germans 
were left wondering. 

Did Germans regard the conquest of Bel- 
gium as likely to end in annexation? Some 
did. One day when I ‘had brought up the 
subject, not of annexation, but of violated 
neutrality, I was told: ‘We have no outlet 
to the'sea.” To the speaker's mind this 
seemed to justify invasion. 

Even today King Albert is no hero in 
Germany. It would astonish most Germans 
to discover how he has been worshiped else- 
where. But_they perfectly understand today 
why Belgium resisted, and they have long 
since outgrown the mood that justified the 
violation of Belgium on grounds of military 
necessity. 

And those who said in the beginning that 
stories of German atrocities in Belgium were 
got up by the British in order to make 
America join the allies have lived to see 
America do just that nd to feel that, while 
Belgium was by no means the chief cause of 
America’s action, it was nevertheless one of 
many contributing causes. 

And not of America’s action alone. The 
whole world over Germany’s treatment of 
Belgium stimulated anti- Germanism. When 
nation after nation took up arms against 
Germany, Germany heard repeated the same 
charges of brutality toward Belgium. In 
each instance they appeared tw some degree 
the explanation of hostile sentiment. Ger- 
many had got Antwerp, but not Paris, and 
had lost her good name. 
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When a German submarine sank the Lu- 
sitania it was at first reported that the ves- 
sel had struck a mine. Then came offical 
admissions along with the now familiar ex- 
cuses, “They were warned,” “The Lusitania 
was a British warship armed with cannon.” 
“She carried passengers as a protection for 
enough shells to kill 5,000 Germans.” “We 
mever expected her to go down so quickly it 
was exploding ammunition that sent her to 
the bottom before the passengers had a 
ehance to escape.” 

At that stage no one seemed to reckon 
with the consequences. When President 
Wilson’s note arrived Germans thought he 
was bluffing. They continued so to think 
when note followed note—a whole series— 
and nothing happened, They have got their 
eyes open pow. 

And their consciences are troubled, not 
only as concerns the Lusitania, but as con- 
cerns submarine warfare in general. To be 
sure, they still give papier mache U-boats to 
their children and call submarine warfare 
“wonderful,” yet always they say, “It’s an 
awful thing, but what else can we do?” 


They begin to question, however, if there 
is not another motive for Germany's under- 
sea warfare besides necessity. I would 
sometimes corner a German and say, “You 
Germans mean to keep up this until only 
German ships are afloat. Youn object is to 
seize the world’s maritime, carrying trade 
when the war comes to an end and monopo- 
lize it ever after.” At that my German 
would look surprised, but I thought that 
what surprised him was less the idea itself 
than the discovery that a foreigner had de- 
tected it. I got, the impression that it was 
an idea already in his mind. At any rate, 
he failed to deny it. 


This was significant, for Germans are 
always on the defensive—sometimes cleverly 
—as regards undersea’ warfare. If they 
talked about it less I should have more faith 
in the sincerity of their arguments. And if 
they talked about Belgium less I should have 
had more faith in their arguments about 
Belgium. This eternal “We had to do it” 
has a false ring, especially when they keep 
bringing up the subject without provocation. 
It haunts them. They can’t let it alone. 


Living in Gérmany and talking with all 
classes, from servants up to the very rich, 
and quitting German soil only in January, 
1918, I saw the popular attitude toward the 
invasion of Belgium and the sinking of the 
Lusitania change little by little till I wit- 
nessed a complete right-about face, What 
brought this about? Judgment sobered by 
time? Conscience, slow to act at first, but 
tremendously active at the last? Such was 
not my impression. I thought the change 
brought about, not by an increase of enlight- 
enment within the German head or by a new 
tenderness in the German heart, but rather 
by a huge vacuum in the German stomach. 

The Belgium outrage, committed in order 
to shorten the war, prolonged the war. The 
Lusitania outrage, committed to shorten the 
war, helped bring America in, and now the 
war must continue still longer. What gsgi- 
gantic, what stupendous blunders! How 
cruel in their effect on the German masses! 
For the German imperial government was 
right at one point, unless the war was 
quickly ended, Germany would go hungry. 

The German masses want peace. The 
hungrier and raggeder and more wretched 
they grow the more desperately they want 
it. As they look back they tell themselves: 
“Except for Belgium and the Lusitania we 
might have peace today.”

Georgia Free of Tick Menace 


By Close of 1920, Says Ramsay 


By the close of 1920 every county in 
Georgia-should be free from the menace of 
the Texas fever cattle tick, according to 
estimates, based upon the progress being 
made in the work of tick eradication in this 
state, by Dr. R. A. Ramsay, Washington, 
D. C., chief of the tick eradication division 
of the bureau of animal industry, United 
States department of agriculture, who was 
in Atlanta for a few hours yesterdey. 

Dr. Ramsay left Washington about two 
weeks ago for a tour of the southeastern 
states in which tick-eradication work is in 
progress. Having completed his rounds in 
South Carolina, Florida and Georgia, he left 
for Washington yesterday afternoon to at- 
tend to some urgent official business there, 
and later on will complete his tour through 
Alabama end Mississippi. He “covered” 
Louisiana and Arkansas about a month ago, 
and says that he is “satisfied that those two 
states and South Carolina will be practically 
tick-free area by next December » A 

In Atlanta yeaterday Dr. Ramsay held a 
consultation with Dr. W. M. MacKellar, who 
is in charge of the animal industry bureau's 
activities in Georgia, and spoke in the most 
complimentary terms regarding the work 
that is being done by Dr. MackKellar in this 
state and the manner in which the anti-tick 
campaign is being conducted under his gen- 
eral direction in co-operation with the state 
veterinarian, Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, and mem- 
bers of his staff, and with state and county 


‘authorities generally. 


Work Progressing Rapidly. 

‘y find the work in Georgia progressing 
more rapidly and with greater impetus right 
now than it has\ been during any previous 
season since it was started,” said Dr. Ram- 
say. “Systematic dipping is being conducted 
in more Georgia counties and more vats are 
in actual operation than at any previous 
time in the history of the tick-eradication 
work in this state.” 

The bureau’s records show that today 
there are 1,722 dipping vats available in 
Georgia, 283 of which were built during 
1918; that systematic dipping of eattle is 
going on in 21 counties, with preliminary or- 
ganization work in progress in about 30 
others, and that to date a total of 70 Georgia 
counties have been declared tick-free and 
released from federal quarantine. 


“that the 21 counties in which systematic 
dipping is now in progress will be released 
from quarantine this year, making in all 91 
Georgia counties that will be tick free. That 
will put the work in this state over the half- 
way point, with a downhill drag from then 
on. Thus, with the end in sight, it is now 
only a question of how soon can it be com- 
pleted? 

“It now rests with the individual tick- 
infested counties as to which will be the 
first to free iteelf from tick quarantine, and, 
the dls ae that Is fovea meee: 


‘ing manifested throughout the still 


tick- 
infested area, I estimate that the tick should 
be eradicated from the entire state by the 
close of the year 1920. 

Vandalism Not General. 

“Dr, MacKellar and his co-workers have 
had to deal with some inertia and indiffer- 
ence in some localities; and in other locali- 
ties. the work has been met by disturbance 
and a degree of hostile agitation by a few 
misguided so-called citizens of the United 
States. The department in Washingtgn, how- 
ever, does not look upon the destruction of 
a few dipping, vats with any degree of ap- 
prehension. It)is known that this dispasition 
is not general in Georgia, nor in any other 
state. Such acts of vandalism as the dyna- 
miting of dipping vats usually result in 
solidifying the organized forces favorable to 
tick eradication, so that the acts of vandal- 
ism generally annul the purpose for which 
they were intended, and serve as a stimulus 
to the other side. . 

“As an illustration of this, during the 
dheavy campaign in Mississippi, in 1917, more 
than 100 vats were destroyed; still tick- 
eradication work was carried on, and gather- 
ed impetus as it progressed, and the entire 
state was released from quarantine on the 
first of last December. 

“Tl regret that those who see fit to in- 
dulge in such acts of outlawry as the de- 
struction of dipping vats should continue 
their destructive work during the midnight 
hours instead of openly announcing them- 
selves as foes of American citizenship and 
American manhood, and, instead of combat- 
ting openly the United States forces now 
fighting for democracy and the principles 
which democracy represents. 

“I would like to express the satisfaction 
and the gratification that the bureau feels 
for the spirit of co-operation it has received 
and is receiving from the Georgia press; the 
state superintendent of schools, the ,.county 
superintendents and other school authorities; 


in fact, all state and county authorities. a 
the Georgia Land Owners’ association.

There is so much profiteering going 
on, and the people are looking so hopefully 
to the government to protect them, that the 
field of investigation covers every branch of 
trade, with something to attract specific in- 
vestigations in every branch. : 

Scores of these investigations are foreign 
to our people in the south, hence I pass them 
up. Here is one, however, that reaches in 
interest into every section of the country. 
It is a complaint just filed by this commis- 
sion against the American Tobacco company, 
and the unfair methods of competition that 
are alleged against the corporation are al- 
most as varied as are the brands of tobacco 
and cigars that are sold across the counters 
of the stores in the United States. 

The complaint makes these allegations: 

“That the respondent company haa adopt- 
ed and maintains a system of fixing prices 
at which its products shall be resold by job- 
bers and wholesalers, thus securing their 
active co-operation in enlarging the sale of 
its price-maintained products. to the preju- 
dice of competitors who do not fix or main- 
tain resale prices, with the effect of elimi- 
nating competition in price among the job- 
bers and wholesalers in ita goods, thereby 
depriving jobbers and wholesalers of their 
right to sell such goods at such prices as 
they may deem warranted by their selling 
efficiency. 

“That, as a means of making effective iis 
system of fixing resale prices and of in- 
ducing its customérs to maintain these 
prices, the American Tobacco company (a) 
has entered into agreements and understand- 
ings with jobbers and wholesalers that they 
shall maintain the resale prices fixed; (b) has 
threatened to refuge to sell to jobbers and 
wholesalers if they fail to maintain the fixed 
resale prices, and has refused to sell to job- 
bers and wholesalers who fail to maintain 
the resale prices; (c) has sold at lower 
prices to jobbers and wholesalers who agree 
to maintain resale prices as they are fixed, 
and sell or offers to sell its products to job- 
bers and wholesalers who do not maintain 
such resale prices.at a price to the jobbers 
so high that they cannot make a profit upon 
the resale, as is well known to the American 
Tobacco company; (d) has induced jobbers

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 
IN THE SOUTHERN. CAMPS 


Washington, April 24. Srne influx of 


new men to the army training camps in 
this country resulted in an increased 
rate of admission to hospitals last 
week, today’s report of the division 
of field sanitation shows. Epidemics 
of influenza prevail in national guard 
camps in the south, as well as national 
army camps, and, as a result, pneu- 
monia continues with a high incidence, 
although the number of new cases is 
lower than the week before. 

In the national guard fewer cases

New York, April 24.—Reports of in- 
creased spot offerings were followed 
by a renewal of heavy general selling 
in the cotton market this afternoon 
and a break of over a cent a pound in 
prices. July contracts sold off -from 
28.82 to 27.64 and closed at 27.65, with 
the general list-closing barely steady 
at a net loss of 100 to 113 points, 

The market was steady during the 
early trading. First prices were 6 
to 20 points lower in response to lower 
cables, but the declines in Liverpool 
were attributed td rumors of easier 
marine war risks after the raids on 
German submarine bases, and reports 
that freight room for 90,000 bales would 
be allotted for May shipment. There 
was not much selling on the cables in 


consequence, and the market soon firm- 
ed up in anticipation of a bullish week- 
ly report from the weather bureau. Ma 

advanced to 29.00 and October to 27.80, 
with the general list selling about 5 
to 12 points above last night’s closing 
figures before the end of the first Aour. 

The bullish weekly weather report 
and predictions for further rains and 
lower temperatures.in the south failed 
to inspire much fresh buying, and the 
market turned easier under realizing 
by recent buyers or a renewal of scat- 
tered pressure. Later spot houses be- 
came active sellers of July, and the 
market was weak and unsettled in the 
late trading on reports of an easier 
feeling in the spot markets and that 
exporters were reselling. May broke 
to 27.87 and October to 26.54, or 101 to 
114 points below last night’s close, and 
113 to 126 points below the high level 
of the morning. 

The report was that the British ship- 
ping controller would allot freight room 
for 90,000 bales for shipment to Liver- 
pool during May, which was considered 
encouraging after the failure to allot 
tonnage for either/March or April, but 
which compared unfavorably with the 
allotments made earlier in the season.

EXTREME WEAKNESS FEATURED 
N. O. TRADING IN COTTON. 

New Orleans, April 24.—Extreme 
weakness featured the trading in cot- 
ton during the last half of-the session 
here today, and prices dropped 100 to 
111 points from the highest levels made 
during the morning, when considerable 
buying was stimulated by unsatisfac- 
tory new crop accounts from the belt. 
The official tone of the close was weak 
and closing quotations were the lowest 
of the session, showing net losses of 93 
to 102 points. Heavy liquidation, due 
partly to the drop of a cent a pound 
in spot quotations and partly to uncer- 
tainty over the outcome of the first ten= 
ders on May contracts, which are due 
tomorrow, was the chief reason for the 
slump. owever, there was considera- 
ble short selling mixed with the offer- 
ings from the long side.

Washington, April 24.—Definite op- 
position to a declaration of war on 
Bulgaria and Turkey at this time was 
indicated by President Wilson today at 
a conference with Senator King, of 
Utah, who recently introduced a res- 
OO Igy calling for war with both coun- 
ries. 

Senator King sought the president’s 
views as a result of debate in the sen- 
ate yesterday on a resolution by Sena- 
tor Brandegee, of Connecticut, asking 
the senate foreign relations committee 
for immediate action on the King reso- 
lution. 

Senator King announced after the 
conference that he would not press his 
resolution at this time. 

The Brandegee resolution was laid 
al- 
though several senators announced they 
were willing to vote for a war declara- 
tion. 

Senator King declined to discuss the 
president’s views, but from other sena- 
tors it was learned that the president 
was ready to present his information 
to the senate with his reasons for op- 
posing present action. Arrangements 


were made for members of the senate 


foreign Yelations committee 
call upon the president. 

Consideration of diplomacy and safe- 
ty of Americans in Bulgaria and Tur- 
key, particularly the latter,,are under- 
stood to have prompted the  sdaddiente 
decision. There is reason to hope, it 
was said, that both Turkey and Bulga- 
ria may yet drop out as belligerents. 
The administration was reported to 
have information that if it were possi- 
ble Turkey, as well as Bulgaria, would 
be glad to take advantage of an oppor- 
tunity to break away from the central 
powers.
